ARTICLES 


OF THE 


Brothers Friendly Society. 


ARTICLE | 


Ir; is mutually reſolved, that a Meeting of 
the Members of this Society ſhall be held on 
the laſt Thur/day of every Calendar Month: 
From the firſt of April to the firſt of October, 
to begin at ſeven o'Clock in the Evening ; 
and from the firſt of O#ober to the firſt of 
April at fix o' Clock, and remain till all the 
Buſineſs ſhall be ſettled. That at each of 
theſe monthly Meetings, each Member ſhall 
pay ten Pence to the Box: and as much ſhall 

be ſpent as the Preſident and Stewards ſhall 


think proper, not exceeding ſix-pence cach 
Member. 
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Tnar this Society ſhall conſiſt of one Pre- 
ident, one Clerk, two Stewards, two Wardens, 
and as many other Members as the Society 
may think convenient. No Member ſhall be 
admitted, who is under the Age of cighteen 
or above the Age of thirty-two Years; unleſs 
a ſtout healthy Man, whoſe Age may exceed 
[| thirty-two Years, ſhould offer himſelf as a 
iS Member. In this Caſe his Admiſſion ſhall 
be ballotted for by the Socicty. Five black 
Balls ſhall at any Time exclude a Candidate. 
When any Perſon is defirous of becoming a 
Dp Member of this Society, let him, at any Mcet- 
| ing ſend his Name and a Shilling; and at the 
ſubſequent Meeting let him perſonally ap- 
pear, and be examined by the Stewards. If 
not admitted by Ballot, let his Moncy 
be returned; but if admitted he muſt pay 
two Shillings more, as Entrance, ſix-pence 
for a Book of Articles, and ſix-pence for 
every twenty Pounds the Box is worth at 
his Admiſſion. The Perſon thus deſirous of 
joining this Society ſhall be requeſted, by the ö 
Preſident or Stewards, to leave the Room du- 


king his Election. The Admiſſion of any 
WIE, Member 
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Member thus elected, ſhall be dated one 
Month prior to his Election. 


III. 


Tur the Preſident and Clerk ſhall officiate 
a Year: The Stewards and Wardens a Year 
alſo, reſpectively. The acting Pre//dent and 
Stewards ſhall, at that Quarter-Mecting next 
before the annual Feaſt, propoſe each one 
Member, who ſhall ſtand as Candidates; and 
he who gets a Majority of Votes fhall act as 
Preſident for the following Year, entering 
upon his Office on the Cloſe of the annual 
Feaſt, at which Time the old one ſhall re— 
ſign. In like Manner for the Clerk. The 
Members ſhall ſerve as Stewards in Rotation, 
according to their Priority of Enrollment ; 
and the reſigning S!ewards ſhall take the Of- 
tice of /ardens.

Tiwar the Power and Office of the Freſdent 
mall be, /o take Security for the Box, Caſh, and 
„/e Effects ; to ſee that the Club Room be fur- 
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niſhed with all Things neceſſary ; to call a 
Meeting of the whole Society on any Emer- 
gency ; to fine any Officer for Neglect of Du- 
ty ; alſo to receive all Fines; to keep the So- 
ciety in good Order by the Aſſiſtance of the 
other Officers; to command Silence; to ſec 
the Reckoning paid]; and to aſſiſt the Stewards 
in their Duty.

Thar the Power and Office of the Clerk 
ſhall be to keep the Society's Accompts ; to 
receive the Names of thoſe who wiſh to join 
the Society, and alſo their Entrance Money, 
which, if the Perſon docs not appear as ſpeci- 
fied in the ſecond Article, ſhall be added to 
the Society's Stock. Alſo, he ſhall write out 
Liſts for Funerals, or other public Mectings, 
if required by the Stewards ; for the due Per- 
formance of which, and for keeping the So- 
ciety's Accompts, he ſhall receive five Shil- 
lings per Quarter, and be Club-free, except 
paying eight-pence per Month to the Stock.

ber abſent himſelf from the Club-Room, 
without firſt aſking Leave of the Preſdent 
or S/ewards, except on particular Occaſions.

Trar there ſhall be a Box provided, large 
enough to contain the Books, Caſh, and all 
other Things uſeful and belonging to the So- 
ciety. The Box ſhall be locked by four Keys 
of different Make, two of which ſhall lock a 
Diviſion in the Inſide, large enough to keep the 
Caſh, &c. ſeparate from the Books; and the 
other two ſhall lock on the Outſide of the Box. 
One of the Keys ſhall be kept by the Pre/aznt, 
one by cach of the S/erwards, and the fourth 
by the Perſon who gives Security for the Box. 
There ſhall alſo be provided one general Club- 
Book, and a Book for the Entry of Articles 
made ſubſequent to the Printing of theſe, and 
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other material Occurrences, Alſo Balls for 
voting with, &c.

4 Tur the Box ſhall not be dpched; but in 
A the Preſence of the Pre/deut and Stewards, 
or whom they ' may appoint.

Chriſtian Religion, ſhall be admitted a Mem-

ing for his Livelihood any Buſineſs that may, 
in any Reſpect, tend to the Deſtruction of 
good Health, ſuch as, Gilders, Dead-White- 
Painters, Miners, Bailiffs, or Bailift-Follow- 
ers, Soldiers, Seamen, Watchmen, or any be- 
longing to the Militia, And any Member of 
this Society who may enter into any of the 
aforeſaid Claſſes ſhall be excluded, except 
impreſt, or by Ballot be obliged to ſerve in 
the Militia; then he, on being diſcharged, 
ſhall be re-admitted, providing he poſleſs 
good Health and a ſound Body; and ſhall, 
after three Months, re-aſſume any Power or 


Oihce, which he held before his Expulſion. 


XI. 


'Tuar the quarterly Meetings ſhall be the 
laſt Thur/days in January, April, July and Oc- 
zober ; and the annual Feaſt on Old May Day, 
at which Time cach Member ſhall ſubſcribe 
one Shilling and ſix-pence for his Dinner 
and Liquor, until the Box ſhall be worth 1o0l. 
After that the Dinner, &c. ſhall be paid for 
out of the Box. The eighteen Pence of any

Then in Caſe of Sickneſs and Inabi- 
lity of getting his Living, he ſhail receive 
four Shillings weekly. In his third Year, 
four Shillings and ſix-pence; in his fourth 
Year, five Shillings; in his fifth Year, five 
Shillings and fix-pence, and in his ſixth Year, 
and above, ſix Shillings during his Sickneſs, 
provided 1t be not the Reſult of Debauchery, 


or any manifeſt evil Courſe of Life; in this 


Caſe he ſhall receive nothing. Such lick 
Member's weekly Allowance ſhall commence 
on his informing the Clerk by a Certificate: 
but during his Sickneſs he ſhall ſtill continue 
to pay his Club-Money as another Member.

Benefit from the Box ſhall not be allowed to

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gct drunk, game, or do any Kind of Work, 
except ſigning his Name to a Letter or Re- 
ceipt, or giving Orders to Servants, and ſuch 
trifling Buſineſs. And ſhould any Member's 
Sickneſs unfortunately leave any Impediment 
upon him, which ſhould render him unable 
ever to get his Living, he ſhall, by making a 
monthly Declaration, receive four Shillings 
a Week, deducting his monthly Payments. 
In like Manner for the ſuperannuated. 


XIII. 


Tnar five Pounds ſhall be allowed towards 
the funeral Expences of any Member, who 
has been ſo three Years; two Pounds of which 
ſhall be paid towards thoſe of his Wife, if ſhe 
die firſt, and three to his own: and cach ſur- 
viving Member ſhall, the next Meeting, ſub- 
ſcribe one Shilling towards this Sum for his 
deceaſed Brother. The Officers of this Socicty 
| ſhall alſo attend the Funeral of a deceaſed 
Brother, if he be interred at Baſwich Church, 


and as many of the Members as the Friends 
of the deceaſed may appoint.

Trnart when any Member has Occaſion to 
write to the Society, he ſhall pay the Poſtage 
of his Letters.

Surgeon or Apothecary, aſcertaining the Ma- 
lignity and true Cauſe of his Diſorder, he 
ſhall receive his weekly Allowance, agreeable 
to the 12th.

And if ſuch Member ſhould have received 
the Benefit of the Box, and plain Proofs of 
ſuch Diſorder or Impediment be alledged 
againſt him at any futyre Period, he ſhall 


pay back the Money ſo unjuſtly received, the 
Fines, and alſo be expelled.
